As announced in its letters, the Plummer Fund Committee de- 
sires to inaugurate a custom whereby each member of the Alumni 
Association may make each year a small contribution to the fund, 
the gifts to be received about the time of Miss Plummer’s birthday, 
March 8, and in commemoration of this anniversary.

THE OPEN COURSES 


In planning the senior courses for the current year there arose 
unusual opportunities for consultation with experts and with workers 
interested in the subjects to be covered. This was particularly true 
in connection with school library matters and.with the methods and 
material relating to special library work. ‘The result is not only a 
strong senior program, but a large enrollment of auditors, who 
under the prevailing plan are recruited from those who have had 
sufficient experience to profit by attending lectures designed pri- 
marily for senior library school students. Although final figures 
are still to be assembled the count so far indicates that the total 
class registration is almost two hundred, and the number of indi- 
viduals in attendance about one hundred and twenty-five. This is 
exclusive of the Thursday evening series, which is open to all who 
are interested. Most of the auditors come from the New York dis- 
trict, but there is one each from Birmingham, Ala., Eau Claire, Wis., | 
Omaha, Nebraska, and there are two from Grand Rapids, Mich.
